say that Jlr. Stronaeh can fearlessly point to 
bis past conduct as entitling him to the con- 
' Gdencii of the elcotbra ; he does not 'pledge 
liiniseil to any great things, but being a tried 
m in, tlio citizens are well capable of judging 
what his (pialilicalions are, and wo bL-licve 
that there is no geritleiniin oeciipyiiig a teat 
ut the present Council Ijoard, who lias dis- 
' charged bis duties Ip bis constituents in a 
more straighi-foi-nrard and honest tiaann'er 
than Mr. Sironaeh, Wo <lo not givo Iiiin 
credit lor any groat petl'eelion in bin public 
capacity, and we have not thought it our duly 
invariablyl to uphold bis public oonduct, in- 
dividually or collcclively with his colleagues, 
but we can confidently recommend hiiu for 
reelection. 

It is most desirable that we should hive 
sonio old nirtuibiM-s in iho Council, and wu du 
not doubt that these two gcutleincu will bo 
elected for Yates street ward. In addition to 
Mr. SIcDonald; we have now Mr. James 
Fell as a candidiilB for Jamoi' Hay ward. 
Mr. I'Vll i.s hy no means so old a residual us 
Jlr. McDon.ild; but that ou:.;hMmt in any- 
way to niilitatB against his ehuncos of elec' 
tion. Ho has boon long enough in Victoria 
. to be known as a gentleman 'of 'active busi- 
ness haiita. His address is manly acd honest 
and will onlitlo him to the coiisideration of 
the electors of iho ward which ha seeks to 
represent. Mr. -V. T. KUiott comes forward 
for Johnson street ward, and wo believo that 
his election is tolerably Eocurc. He is well 
and favourably known to tba 'citizeqs, and is 
a very'lit raati for the Council. Mr. Robert 
Ewing also presents himself to the elcctori 
of this ward this naoriiing. Mr. E. is a 
resident of the ward, .iiid promises to use 
bis special cirDrls for the iinprovcment of that 
portion of Ihu city as well as for Iho general 
welfare. Wo can rocommood this geotlumao 
to the electors as ' an intelligent and 
truslworlby candidate. Mr. ^VallBCC 
makes up thonnnibtr id sovon candid i les. 
AVo shall no doubt have more, aiid 
whon all biivo annnunoed themselves the 
cilizens will, wo Irust, do their duty in select- 
ing the two best men-foreaah ward, and will 
not suQer any political feeling to operate to 
the exclnsicn of any good man, or allow nuy 
clique to push their, candidate in by splitting 
votes Qt by any electioneering tactics. 

Tba Pilot Bill passed partially llirougb 
Ooromittee yestotdoy. The clauses of this 
act confalii nothing particularly unusual. 
It is certainly high timo that wo should have 
licensed pilots in tliis harbor. We bavo 
noiv a considerable (luanlity of shipping fre- 
quenting our port, and the assistance ol u 
pilot is often urgenlly required ; it is, more 
over, mich better that buiine.s.s of .such an 
important nituro shtfald bo in the bands of 
properly qualified persons, and probably, in 
a port of this size, no better tribunal could be 
found for deciding upon the number and 
qualifications of the pilots than a Board of 
Ooramisstdners appointed for tho purpose. 
It is, however, lo be hopeil that the Com- 
missioners of Pilots, who are to be selected 
by tho Governor in Council, will bo men 
thoroughly conversant, not only with the re- 
quiremer-ts of ibo port but also with the 
general duties of pilots, so that tbey may be 
able to put all candidates lor pilot licenses 
through a satisfactory exomination. After 
this act comes into operation, it will be in - 
oumbonl upon every ship coming into port 
to tnktf a pilot or to pay li)ill'-pilotiigo for 
eight inonlh-! of Ihu year, unless the ship bo 
British buill, or belonging to this colony, or 
any other part of llor Maiejiy'a dominion;, 
or from \\'iisliin;;lon lerrilory, when llie 
amount payalde will be one-third pilotage 
only, e.'icept duriut; the four winter months 
when pilotaj^'e lo all vessels not aecepling a 
pilot will be iwo-tbirds pilotage, jayablc to 
tho licensed pilot first oflering his services. 
Tbe distinction in lavor of British-built ships 
is, wo think, hardly necoisary, having ac- 
cepted ships belonging to any purl ol llor 
Majesty's ilouiiiiion.s from linir-pilouige. 'I'lic 
fuel of a ,^Iiip s'tilini; umler a lorei;;n II, i^'. 
being British built, sluiuld hardly entillo her 
to any advantage over a foreigner. Ceriuin 
exemptions ore made, including coasting ond 
fishing vessel?, and ships iraiiin;; between 
this colony and l!i ili-li Columbin, aiu! mail 
steamers. In Iho ori-iii ,1 llill, Claii-je IR, is 
c.tecU'lin^'ly dillicult ul' iiiterprctalion, and 
would recpiiro most iisuue conlmissioner,^ lo 
deoido wlielUer or not, reading (that clause 
with clause 20, any vcsseU at nil spoken by a 
pilot .should be subject to pilotage; this, how- 
ever, will, no doubt, be set right in Committee, 
together with some other little inaccuracies 
in the wni'iliiig of the Hill. Uimn Ihe whole, 
" the Vicloria I'ilot Aot. 1803," is a measure 
wbioh may be received as a tolerably satis- 
factory specimen of legislation, ll will, no 
doubt, bo necessary to amend it from time to 
timo as cases not coolcmplaled at prosoni, 
may arise, in tho moanliuie it proteots the 
pilots, and is decidedly a boon to our port. 

MININQ LAWS.'-'-- 

Itin ;;cnerally iulruilted by those who have 
dovolud some iillenlion to the consideration 
of tbe rcsourees of Vancouver Island, thai 
the greatest, and the one ^oti tjio development 
of which the future prosperity of the colony 
most largely depends, is the opening up of those 
niinoral treasures with which iialnro has so 
richly endowed Ibis country. With tho 
small tracts of arable land we poBfess, com- 
pared with Iho sterile^ character, of the 
greater part jOl-OjiCjinsaJiar, terjilory, our 
agricultural capobYlitiesmusli necessarily con- 
tinue to beef a liniiled e.vtcnt; our forests, 
valuable as liny undoubltdly i;re, must 
gradually disappear Moie tha uxo of the 
lumboier ; and our fisheries, allliough teeming 
with unuxplored wculth, must nwnil the 
notion of the inevitable law of supply and 
demand- fo' bring' fbrlh their hidden riches. 
But our mines are extensive, valuable, 
and inexhau.stible ; Ihe re-.-ent discoveries

Tin) evil (■Hoots of narrow and 
illiberal legislation in regaid to mining mul- 
tors, would at the present slago be incalcula- 
ble, and it is to be hoped the TTouse will tidie 
un enlarged and enliglile: cd view of the (ine.';- 
tion. The iipp(ii:ilii;o::t id a llidl ('.jmiiii.s- 
sionet lor llie now mining district on Gold 
Stream, ig also an uigent necessity, and 
should engage Iho immediate attention of the 
Kxccutivc, otherwise the manifold dilTiculties 
and acerbities which the practice of "jump- 
ing' caused in Cariboo may receive a, fresh 
exemplification in Vanoouver.
